LONDON, Oct. 23.—With Mr. Lloyd George week-ending at his country home at Chequers Court 
und Michael Collins, head of the Irish delegation in London, gone to Dublin, no important developments 
in the Irish negotiations are expected until the conference is resumed on Monday. 

That an acute crisis has been aroused was admitted by both sides today, but the general opin 
jon tonight was that resentment expressed by the British representatives toward Eammon DeValera’s 
message to the Pope would be smoothed over and that the negotiations would proceed.

TEACHERS 
CONVENTION AT 
STONY PLAIN 


Success Was So Marked That a) 


Two-Day Session Is Called 
for Next Year 


The teachers of the Stony Plain tnapec- 
torate held their first annual convention 
im the town hall, Stony Plain, Friday. 
The convention was a decided success 
from every point of view, there being 
abont forty teachers present. 

Holding the convention at Stony Plain, 
which is the official centre of the tnapec- 
torate and the residence of the inspector, 
R. B. Brooks, is something in the nature 
of an experiment and replaces the Ed- 
menton convention as far as thesteaciers 
in this circuit are concerned. Tae suc- 
cess of the new venture was so marked 
that it was unanimously decided to hold a 
two days session next year, 

The meeting was called to order a¢ 10.00 
am., P. B, Sullivan, Evansburg presiding, 

Inspector Brooks explained the objects 
of the convention and pointed ovt that it 
was intended to take the place of the 
Edmonton convention as far as the teach- 
ers of tails inspectorate are couverned who, 
accordingly, will not be expected to attend 
the Edmonton fanction next month. ‘This 
announcement cleared the air as there was 
considerable doubt among the teachers on 
the point. 

Raral School History 

‘ After Mr. Brooks’ statement, G. FE. Mar- 
tin, Spruce Grove, read a yery interesting 
paper on “History in the Rural School,” 
A brisk discussion on this Paper was In- 
etituted by G. Fred McNally supervisor 
of schools, and participated in by several 
of tae teachers. 

Mr. McNally delivered a highly instrue- 
tive address on “Revising the Curriculum 
of the Elementary Schools,” The speaker 
pointed out that tn the revision of the 
Program of studies at present in process 
of execution, the advice and co-operation 
of people from all walks in life was sought 
and obtained. It is the intention to elim- 
inate as far as possible all useless and 
worm out material and to sult the educa- 
tion to the needs of the present day 
with special consideration for the re- 
quirements of the life of Alberta. It is 
expected that the revised course will be 
ready to be put into operation in Sep- 
tember 1922, 

Arouse Interest in History 

Speaking of history Mr. McNally stated 
tant dt is intended to interest the pupils 
in general Aistory through the medium of 
supplementary readers, the great aim be- 
ing not so much to make them accurate 
historians as to arouse their interest in 
the outstanding events of the past. His- 
tory in the first six grades will thus be- 
come part of tae English course through 
the inetrumentality of supplementary 
renders. In the seventh and higher grades 
the history required will be taught from 
text books, and Mr. McNally hopes that 
ail the history for those grades will be 
contained in one book of mot more tian 
one hundred pages. Passing from th mat- 
ter of history the speaker dwelt upon the 
importance of spelling. Bad spelling must 
be eliminated from the schools and no 
person umable to spell can be regarded 
as educated. no matter what tieir ac- 
complishments. 

Edecational Time Table 

Later in the day Mr. McNally contri- 
buted another valnable discourse on “Tae 
Schoot Time Table” and gave many useful 
suggestions on the construction and draw- 
ing up of this instrument. Of the 1,500 
minutes in the normal week, 725 are to be 
devoted to English, 225 to arithmetic, 100 
to writing, 150 to science, 75 to music, 
125 to industrial arts and 100 to physical 
education. 

C..@. Austin, Glory -Hills; read. an-in- 
teresting and {instructive paper entitled 
“Grade Nine in the One Room Rural 
School.” He showed very clearly Sow 
grade nine work can he carried on in such 
a school and what an immense benefit it 
ig to the school and the ‘district to have 
this class of work carried out in the 
schools and tans obviate the necessity 
of sen@ing the children away from home 
and removed from parental control and 
survelliance. Mr. McNally complimented 
Mr. Austin on hig yaluable paper and 
etated tat the Minister was particnarly 
interested in this question of High School 
opportunity for the pupils. 

Mr. Brooks contributed some higaly 
valuable remarks on “Education in the 
Stony Plain Inspectorate." This conclo- 
ded the busineas proper of the convention. 

An executive consistisg of P. BK. Sulliv 
an. president, J. Clarke, Stony Plain, sec- 
retary, Miss Gravis and Mr. Martin hav- 
ing been appointed, the proceedings ter- 
minated.
